The tiny tip of white metaTseen on 
the under Bide of the point of a gold 
pen may be of platinum, but it is more 
likely to be iridium. 
Iridium is a very 
hard metal and it is expensive; 
it 
costs about four times as "much 
as 
gold. 
The purpose of the iridium tip 
is, of course, to give the pen a more 
durable tip. 
The gold pen maker buys his gold 
at the assay office, in bars of pure 24 
karat gold, which he melts and alloys 
with his silver and copper to the de- 
gree of fineness required.
